Virginia seaators are up in arms against 
the president for appointing General Lee 
consul to Havana and appointing Mr. Fowle 
collector of internal revenue at Lynchburg 
without consulting them. Lynchburg is 
the home of Senator Daniel, and the office 
_of collector of internal revenue properly 
belongs to him. Yet the president ignored 
him entirely in making the appointment. 

The senators made no opposition to the 
confirmation of General Lee, but when it 
cameé to Pcwle they put on the brakes and 
are determined: that he shall not be con- 
firmed. They have no objection to Mr. 
Fowle, but they propose to reject his nom- 
ination as a protest against the action 
of the president in making a local appoint- 
meant, which properly belongs to them, 
without consulting with them. Should they 
permit Fowle to be confirmed it would be 
hid in the state that they have no influ- 
ence in the distribution of Virginia pat- 
ronage and they don’t prepose to be placed 
in suth a position. The other senators will 
support their Virginia colleagues and Mr. 
Fowle will not be permitted to take charge 


of the office to which the president has ap- 
pointed him. 
Adjournment Talk. 

The adjournment of congress seems to 
revolve about the Dupont contested election 
case from Delaware. It has become evident 
to the republicans that they cannot. seat 
Mr. Dupont. Therefore, they want to post- 
pone the vote upcn the case until the next 
session. The demccrats are opposed to th's. 
They want a vate now and have notified 
the republicans that congress shall not 
adjourn until the case is disposed of. 

In talking about the prospects of ad- 
jourmment today Senator Jones, of Arkan- 
sas, said he ivas ready to allow the repub- 
licans to adjourn congress whenever they 
wanted to. An adjournment without doings 
any of the business which they had promis- 
ed to the country would be an admission 
of invompetence on their part and he would 
be giad to see them do it. They had prom- 
ised both ‘financial and tariff legisiation,

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IN CONGRESS THIS WEEE. 


The General Pension Bill May Be 
Brought to a Vote Today. 

Washington, April 26.—It is probable that 
ths general pension bill will be brought 
to a vote tomorrow under the operation 
of an order to be reported by the commit- 
tee on rules. General Henderscn, chair- 
main of the committee on judiciary, expects 
that the house will take up the bankrupt- 
cy bill and discuss it for two or three 
days. 

Mr. Babcock, chairman of the District 
of Columbia committee, to which commit- 
tee Monday’s session is consigned under 
the rules, says that if deprived of that 
day’s session, his committee will «insist 
upon some other day in the week in which 
to press District bills. Aside from the pen- 
sion and the bankruptcy bills, the pro- 
gramme of the house is uncertain and de- 
pendent upon development from day to 
day. 

The senate will probably continue to de- 
vote most of its time to the considera- 
tion of appropriation bills, being far be- 
hind the house in the dispogition of these 
bills. Mr. Hale will call up the naval bill 
tomorrow. Mr. Frye expects to report the 
river and harbor bill either tomorrow or 
Tuesday at tine latest and it is the ex- 
pectation that both these bills will be 
passed before the week is ended. 

Mr. Sherman may renew his attempt to 
gecure the passage of the bill to repeal 
the free alcohol for the arts clause of the 
tariff bill. Should he do so, Senators Lodge 
Chandler, Platt and Pritchard will vigor- 
ously oppose him and it is openly said that 
if this matter should be pressed it will 
Yiurvolve an indefinite prolongation of the 
session and the opening up of a general 
tariff discussion.

St. Louis, Mo., Apr] 26.—The free coin- 
age democrats of Missouri have set in mo- 
tion a plan to capture the Kentucky del- 
egation to the Chicago convention for 
Biand, A conference to this end was held 
here yesterday by leading free cO'nage dem- 
ocras, including nearly all the M-ssouri 
delegates to Chicago. 

Governor Stone was made chairman. Let- 
ters were read from prominent Kentuck- 
ians and others. All the speakers thought 
Kentucky could be secured for Bland and 
that the effect of downing the administra- 
tion goldbugs in Carlisle’s own state would 
secure Bland'’s nomination. 

It was resolved to draw upon township 
clubs for a lobby delegation of 10,000 shout- 
ing M’'ssourians. An executive sess‘on fol- 
lowed, State Treasurer Stevens opened the 
question of revising the two-thirds rule in 
the national convention. It was decided that 
if a free coinage majority was elected the 
rule should be changed to get a nomination 
by a majority and thus make easy going for 
Bland. 

A committee consisting of Governor Stone 
and five associates was appointed to push 
the Bland boom in every quarter. 

Governor Stone has accepted several in- 
vitations to speak in Kentucky, his native 
state. 


TWO DELEGATIONS. 


Black Hawk County, Iowa, Democrats 
Split. 

Waterloo, Ia., April 26.—The county con- 
vention of the Black Hawk county democ- 
racy, ex-Governor Boies’s home county, 
yesterday split on the money questivn and 
the result is that two delegat‘ons were 
named to the state convention—one headed 
by ex-Governor Boles and instructed for 
free coinage, and one of gold men. The 
gold committee on credentials claimed seats 
for fifty of the ninety delegates for gold; 
the silver committee claimed that there 
were sixty delegates entitled to seats who 
were for free coinage. Each body held its 
own convention and chose delegates to the 
State convention. The gold men adopted 
resolutions commending the administration 
of President Cleveland, favoring the pres- 
ent gold standard unalterably, and op- 
posing the free coinage of silver. 

The silver men were instructed to vote 
for Horace Boles for delegate at large to 
the national convention and adopted resolu- 
tions in favor of bimetallism and the free 


CLAIM OF THE METHODISTS 


For Damage tc Their Property During 
the War. 

Washington, April 26.—(Special.)—The 
Methodist Episcopal church has had a cla m 
pending in congress for twenty-five years, 
on account of occupation and damage to 
the publishing house by the army at Nash- 
ville during the war. Strenuous efforts 
were made twenty years ago to secure 
payment without result, due mainly to par- 
tisan feeling then existing. Bills have been 
introduced at every session since and fa- 
vorable reports were made by the house 
committee at four different times, the last 
report being made by Mr. Lester, of this 
state, at this session. Senator Morgan. of 
Alabama, it seems, made a strong favorable 
report a long while ago, which was con- 
curred in by Senators Harris, of Tennessce; 
Cockrell, of Missouri; Mitchell, of Oregon, 
and Hoar, of Massachusetts, but it has been 
practically impossible to secure any report 
from the senate committee during this ses- 
sion. The bill has been in the hands of 
Senator Pasco, of Florida, for two terms, 
and is now in his hands, and the friends of 
the measure think strange that he should 
withhold a report. Especially is this true 
since the claims committee of the cenate 
has twice ordered a favorable report to be 
made and the publishing house, in erder to 
get a settlement, has agreed to submit the 
question as to the amount due for use of 
and injury to the house to the court of 
claims. Senator Bacon, who is a member of 
the senate committee on claims, is doing 
all he can and the whole responsibility for 
delay seems to rest with Senator «’asco. 


THAT MEXICAN MINE DISASTER. 


Of the Sixty-Seven Buried Ten Are 


Dead—Seven Dying. 
El Paso, Tex., April 26.—The latest news 
of the catastrophe at the Santa Eulalie 
mines near Chihuahua, Mexico, Thursday 
night, is. to the effect that eighty-five men 
were working in the mine Thursday when 
it caved in, burying alive sixty-seven of 
the men, all of whom were Mexicans. 
Recently contracts were let to a number 
of Mexican miners and laborers to take ore 
from the old workings, at so much per ton. 
In their eagerness to securé large quanti- 
ties of ore with the least labor these con- 
tractors began tearing down the ore pillars 
which supported the roof of the mine. They 
also cut away masses of ore that had heen 
left between the chambers. Thus weaken- 
ed the ground began to give away at 2 
o’clock Friday morning, 


and almost in- 


stantly sixty-seven of the men at work un- 
der ground were cut off from escape. Gov-

The Correspondent Talks and Tells 
What He Saw. 


HOW GENERAL WEYLER SUPPRESSES NEWS 


The Spanish Commander Is Pleasant 
and Kindly Offers Help, but No 
Once Cares To Take It.

New York, April 26.—Some light is thrown 
upon the actual situation in Cuba today 
by an interview with J. Frank Clark, staff 
correspondent of the United Press, who has 
just arrived from Havana. Mr. Clark said: 

“Three conclusions force themselves upon 
me as the result of five months’ observation 
of the progress of the revolution in Cuba. 
The insurgents are making a remarkably 
good fight. Spain has demonstrated her 
inability to put them down. The end is not 
in sight, but Cuba is surely slipping away 
from Spain, and unless some new element 
is introduced she will be lost to the mother 
country. Meanwhile atrocities are being 
committed and methods of warfare are be- 
ing followed with her not countenanced by 
civilized nations. I have made two trips to 
Cuba. The first was at the beginning of 
April, 1895, when the insurrection was in its 
infancy. I remained two months, returning 
to the states in June. Early in January I 
went back to Cuba, finding that Gomez and 
Maceo, whom I left in the mountains of the 
eastern district, had marched six hundred 
miles, carrying the wave of revolution west- 
ward and were then almost at the gates at 
the capital city. When I left Havana, a 
week ago, the insurrection was larger, more 
formidable, and apparently more promising 
of success than at any. time in the fourteen 
months since the Cubans rose against 
Spain. 

“I went to Cuba, not as the representative 
of any one newspaper, with an editorial 
opinion of its own, but as correspondent of 
the United Press, an association whose sole 
mission is to obtain, facts and disseminate 


news. 
The Truth He Told. 

“In the early part of the struggle, before 
the insurgents had made. much progress, 
my reports were criticised by Cubans as un- 
fair to them. Now, that they have swept 
over the island, pushing the troops of Spain 
before them and making a record that will 
live in history, Spaniards say that my re- 
ports are unfair to Spain, In both cases I 
have told the truth. : 

‘‘Before the arrival of General Weyler 
correspondents were permitted to accompa- 
ny Spanish columns, and in the early stage 
of the war Spanish generals even permitted 
correspondents to visit the enemy’s ¢amps. 
Since the enemy has grown from scaitered 
bands to organized and fa‘rly well armed 
and driiled columns, it is a matter of IHfe 
and death for a correspondent to penetrate 
the rebel lines. He would be welcomed by 
the insurgents, but shot upon his return 
to the Spanish camp. I have had expe- 
rience with four captains-general, Callejo, 
Cam Marin and Weyler. The last is the 
a ae ef them who made the life of a 
war correspondenf burdensome. Suave and 
courteous in his talk, profuse in offers to 
aid correspondents in sifting truth from 
error, polite in his receptions of,all Ameri- 
cans, yet he had a way of impressing upon 
a correspondent without putting it into 
words that it would conduce to his person- 
al safety to report nothing but Spanish offi- 
cial news. | 

Flow Readers Are Beguiled. 

‘‘As these fail to mention a single insur- 
gent success from the beginning, and are 
a record of many Spanish victories, which 
exist on paper only, the correspondent who 
accepts them at face value beguiles his 
readers. If Spain were winning battles why 
not permit accredited correspondents to 
accompany columns of troops and report 
from personal observation. If battles are 
fought whenever announced officially why 
are correspondents refused a safe conduct 
pass to enable.them to visit the battlefield, 
when all is over? If the affair at Gautao 
was a battle and not a butchery, why were 
two correspondents thrown into Morro cas- 
tle charged with having visited the place, 
which is only twelve miles from Havana? 

“The Spanish correspondents of Madrid 
papers, the Spanish reporters of FTlavana 
papers, are all subject to the press censor, 
while the American corresvondents are 
penned up in Havana and every effort is 
made to keep the world in darkness us to 
what is being done in Cuba. Every cable 
dispatch is carefully edited before it can be 
transmitted. Everything uthfavorable t¢é 
Spain or favorable to the Cuban cause {4s 
eliminated. The mails are searched to pre- 
vent newspaper correspondence being sent 
off. But with all these precautions the 
truth cannot be suppressed and every 
Wednesday and Saturday ‘the papers of the 
United States arrive in Havana and long 
accounts of-rebel victories and Spanish bru- 
talities, which are true, are read by the 
English speaking residents and translated 
for the benefit of Spaniards. 

The Spanish Army. 

“The situation in Cuba js not difficult to 
Spain has sent 140,000 regulars and 
have been raised in the 
cities on the island. The latter are usea 
almost entirely for home defense. Of the 
regulars approximately 25,000 have succumb- 
ed to bullets and disease during the year; 
15,000 are in the hospitals, or haVe been re- 
lieved from duty, while about 100,000 are 
available for active operations. These fig- 
ures are estimates made by an army sur- 
geon, and are very near the truth. The 
Spanish official loss of 3,800 men from all 
causes during the year, is too absurd to be 
considered. Fully half of the regulars 
available for active operations are required 
for garrison duty in cities and towns. About 
29.000 small forts, or block houses, have heen 
built, and these are occupied by the troops, 
The establishment of the latest trocha— 
that between Mariel and Majana—absorbs 
90,000 regulars for the defense of the line. 
There are about 10,000 regulars divided into 
flying columns of 1,500 to 2,000 men each, 
operating aggressively against Maceo just 
west of the trocha in Pinar dei Rio, and in

all of the other provinces there are not. 


more than 15,000 troops in the field against 
the enemy. 

Failed To Crush Maceo and Gomez. 

“General Weyler made numerous attempts 
to surround and crush Maceo and Gomez 
during his first month on the island. He 
did not succeed. Then he resorted to the 
well known Span'‘sh device, called a trocha, 
which had been abandoned by Campos and 
Marin as useless. 

“In order to make it a strong line he has 
practically stopped aggressive operations in 
all the provinces except the western One 
and concentrated his troops there. 

“Gomez, Lacret, Jose Maceo, Calixto Gar- 
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ota and other insurgent leaders with large 
forces are unopposed. They move from one 
province to another, constantly recruiting 
and spreading the flame of Tebellion.’ They 
are gaining accessions daily from the bet- 
ter classes and their followers can no long- 
er be designated as ignoramt blacks. Tne 
number of insurgents unde? arms is now 
fully 45,000. Cubans claim &nywhere from 
60,000 to 75,000, but they imelude unarmed 
camp followers and men whdse only weapon 
is the machete. 


Cubans Are Reckless Fighters. 

“Spaniards say that Cubans will not tight 
but I have seen many trainloads of wound- 
ed Spanish soldiers brought into Havana 
and other cities, and American planters, 
upon whose estates encounters have taken 
place, declare the Cubans are absolutely 
reckless under fire. They go into a fight 
with two or three rounds of ammunition to 
the man, knowing that they must carture 
cartridges or they cannot fight On the mor- 
row. When their last shot is ‘sone they 
charge upon the mule train with machetes 
and generally obtain supplieS ior the next 
day. , 

“It is true they avoided: 
ments. They have not the 
the artillery to operate ag @@ fully equip- 
ped army. They,-therefore, fesort to guer- 
rilla warfare, and Spain can Make no prog- 
ress against them. There are many rea- 
sons for this. In the first place, Gomez 
and Maceo are men of military genius. 
The rank and file of the insurgents wor- 
ship their leaders and obey orders implicit- 
ly. On the other side there are jealousies, 
political intrigues and personal ambitions 
among all grades of Spanish officers. Gen- 
eral Weyler says that when an officer ob- 
tains a rank above that of colonel in Cuba 
his usefulness is gone. Twelve brigadier 
generals have been sent back to Spain for 
incompetency since Weyler’g arrival. 

“The Spanish troops themselves have no 
heart in the fight. They are Taw conscripts 
of the peasant class of Spain. They are 
poorly fed and are driven about like cat- 
tle. They obey orders faithfully, undergo 
hardships and exposure im a climate to 
which they are unused, and fall by the 
wayside or die in hospitals the victims of 
a war in which they have no interest. ‘rheir 
condition is pitiable, indeed. In a few 
weeks the rainy season will set in and yel- 
low fever will cut wider, swaths in their 
ranks than the bullets of the enemy have 


yet done. 
In Sympathy with Insurgents. 


‘The entire interior of the island 
either in actual possession of the insur- 
gents, or in sympathy with them. In every 
small town the Cubans are doing what 
they can to aid the men in the field. Food, 
clothing, and, if possible, ammunition are 
supplied to them. This work is surrept- 
tious in towns where a Spanish garrison 
exists, but there are large tracts of coun- 
try in which the colors of red and gold do 
not wave. Cuban columns never carry 
provision trains, and Spanish columns al- 
ways do, if they are going any distance. 

“The office-holding class of Spaniards 
and the merchants who profit by Spain’s 
continuance in power, still insist that Sapin 
must win, even though the island be laid 
in ashes and her sod drenched with gore. 
The rabid Spaniards are the ones who 
forced the reeall of General Martinez Cam- 
pos. They have recently attacked ytain 
Weyler, accusing him of being as »..ient 
as Campos. The general sent word to the 
editor of Leon Espanol, an organ of this 
class, that if the editor would point out 
any Cubans whom he believed should be 
shiot, he would accommodate thim. The 
general was sarcastic in this instance. He 
has been between two fires ever since he 
took command. He has endeay@gred to satis- 
fy bloodthirsty, Spaniards, and At the same 
time avoid bringing down’ the wrath of 
the United States on his head. He has 
succeeded in both fairly well. The first 
butchery after his arrival was at Candel- 
aria, where seventeen prisoners, taken in 
battle, were shot an hour afterwards by 
General Canbella. The affair was common 
talk at once, and Canella was sent back 
to Spain, presumably for the effect at 
Washington, for upon his arrival in Madrid 
he was received by the queen regent and 
shown many honors. There is no means 
of learning how many similar affairs have 
taken place, but cases have come to light 
in which Cuban hospitals have been raid- 
ed and wounded insurgénts killed, and the 
shooting down of peaceful employes on 
estates has continued without being check- 
ed, since Weyler assumed command. There 
were affairs at Punta Brava and Guatao 
in which eighteen citizens Were butchered 
in their own homes, and one American 
made prisoner, shot in the arm after cap- 
ture and thrown in Morro Castle with four- 
teen others, not one of whom had taken up 
arms against Spain. This American is still 
in prison. 

“The affair on the Elgato estate in which 
Pedro Rubino, the owner, was shot in his 
own doorway, after his sixteen-year-old 
daughter, Aurelia, had been cut down with 
a sword for begging for his life, is one 
for Which no man has been punished, 


Butchered Twelve People. 

“Colonel Arce has not been dismissed be- 
cause he butchered twelve peaceable men 
and one woman on the Egalite estate and 
also killed the manager of the estate, an 
old Frenchman named Bernado Betharte, 
who wrapped himself in the French flag 
and was shot through the body four times 
and given half a dozen machete cuts be- 
sides. When the case of Dr. Delgado, the 
American ‘citizen who .was shot down 
with seven of his employes by the orders 
of Brigadier General Melquizo, was made 
by the American correspondents. General 
Weyler announced that ‘military court 
would be formed, and whoever was respon- 
sible, punished regardless of rank. Yester- 
day’s dispatches state that General Wey- 
ler has asked the government to promote 
Melquizo to be a division commander for 
gallant conduct. Dr. Delgado, it will be 
remenrbered, told his terrible experience 
and the full story of his case is on file 
now at the state department in Washing- 
ton. Since the Delgado affair Melquizo 
has continued in the*same kind of work. 
On March 24th his troops killed nine la- 
borers on the Rico Hojo farm and eight on 
the Garrigo estate, both near Bhinoa. 
Among the Jatter were one woman and a 
six-year-old child. 

Niue Shot Down. 

“Near Campo Florido, on Good Friday, 
Major Fondevilla, of Melquizo’s command. 
took nine white people cf the town and 
kept them in the barracks all night. In the 
morning he shot them down in a piece of 
woods near by. General Prats shot and 
killed four peaceful employes on the estate 
of a Frenchman named de Freville, near 
Limonar, on April 2d. These are a few 
instances of the methods of Spain in Cuba. 
Nearly all I have mentioned are confirmed 
by official records on file in the different 
consulates at Havana. There are almost 
daily reports of similar affairs which are 
impossible to verify owing to the difficul- 
ties placed in the way of correspondents. 
Owners of plantations, foreigners and Span- 
iards as well as Cubans, state that the 
government columns nt out in pursuit of 
insurgent band, rating to force a 
fight or getting the worst of one, fall upon 
unarmed and peaceable employes in the 
fields or in their houses and Slaughter 
them without mercy.

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IN TIME OF PEACE 
PREPARE FOR WAR 


Since 70 France Has Been Improving 
Its Arms of All Kinds. 


A QUICK FIRING GUN DESIGNED 


Germany, on That Account, Will Ask 


for an Appropriation. 


THE EXISTING TROUBLES IN SOUTH AFRICA 


A Union of Boers and Germans Sug- 
gested—An American Sculp- 
tress Wins. 


Berlin, April 26.—The prospect of a colli- 
sion between the French senate and the 
chaimber of deputies resulting from 
changes in the constitution placing no 
control over the power of a single cham- 
ber is regarded in responsible government 
quarters here as a matter of gravest con- 
cern. 

The mere resignation of a cabinet upon 
a party question has long been considered 
a matter of small moment, but the present 
situation threatens to shake the stability 


tof the external relations of the French re- 


public. 

In an article commenting upon this state 
‘of affairs, The National Zeitung holds to 
the belief that henceforth the permanency 
of the policy of France is impossible to rely 
upon and that soorer or later the internal 
troubles of the republic will be reflected 
upon the re:ations of France with foreign 
powers. 

The Vossische Zeitung expresses fear that 
the constitution of France will not furnish 
President Faure with adequate means to 
avert an ultimate conflict between the two 
chambers, though he may be able to hit 
upon temporary expedients to delay the 
struggle, which is nearing the inevitable, 
and the interested European powers ought 
to exert their influence to the end of secur- 
ing a new form of government for. France. 

For Military Supremacy. 

The feeling of ureasiness inspiring these 
and similar comments by the press is due 
to the belief that the existence of the 
senate restrains the dangerous impulses 
of the democratic chamber. Whatever po- 
litical stripe of government France has 
had since 1870, not one of them has ceased 
to prepare to take the forefront in a con- 
flict for the restoration of her military su- 
premacy in Europe. 

It has been learned by the German war 
office that the Bourgeois ministry some 
time before its fall had decided to ask 
the chambers for a cred't of 470,003,000 francs 


- for the purpose of supply:ng the army with 


quick-firing guns of a pattern superior to 
any that bas yet been produced. This, 
however, was not a surpr.se to the war 
office, which has already provided designs 
for a new quick-firing gun supposed to be 
a great deal more effective than the French 
weapon. The invention has long been in 
the possessicn of the war office and has 
been kept a complete secret, the govern- 
ment being reluctant to order the con- 
struction of the guns, as a radical change 
in the artillery equipment of the army 
wold involve an outlay of 200,000,000 marks. 


Strengthen. Germany’s Artillery. 

Now that France is likely to obtain a 
new and formidable zun, it is imperative 
that the reichstag must be asked for the 
necessary credits to strengthen the artil- 
lery equipment of Germany. Confidence is 
felt in official circles ‘hat the reichstag wil 
recognize the fact that the artillery arm 
of the military service urgently requires 
the credit and that upon hearing the min- 
isterial statement upon the subject may 
also grant a naval credit and so bring boti 
the military and naval sé€rvices up tv 
date. . 

Great Britain and South Africa. 

The officially inspired press. speaking 
freely on the subject, is giving out an 
accurate express‘cn of official and pubiic 
opinion as to the relations of Great Britain 
in south Africa, which the p&fers declare 
are not alone confined to encroachments 
upon the Transvaal, but upon the whole 
Afrikander interests to which Germany, 
these journals assert, is now inclined to 
tender her moral support and even diplo- 
matic intervention. 

The North German Gazette argues that 
the Cape states ought to obtain as com- 
plete autonomy as Australia and the re- 
maining members of the British empire, 
and with as full a measure of indepen- 
denee. Nothing short of.this, The Ga- 
zette adds, will effectively prevent civil 
war, 

The Vossische Zeitung blames Chamber- 
lain, the British colonial secretary, for 
want of action in dealing with President 
Kruger, of the Transvaal republic, for in- 
sulting the Boer administration by accus- 
ing him of wholesale corruption and for 
acting throughout as though it were an 
absolute fact that south Africa ig going 
to pieces. 

“It is an extremely serious matter,” the 
paper continues, “‘to find that the words 
‘race war’ are current throughout the cape. 
If a conflict takes place between England 
and the Transvaal! the British possessions 
in south Africa will be at stake.”’ 


Want Boers and Germans To Unite. 
The Altdeutsche Blatter boldly contends 
that_She Germans and the Boers ought to 
hold togethe- and force back English in- 
vasion and forever make south Afrmca a 
ereat field for German immigration, where 
Germans could preserve their nationality 
and give solid support to German doctrines, 
theories and interests everywhere. 

The Altdeutsche Blatter is less diplomatic 
its utterances than is The North Ger- 
man Gazette, but the paper betier ex- 
presses the popular sentiment. 

Apropos of the general German feeling in 
regard to England, the question, will the 
emperor go to Cowes in the autumn as 
he has proposed to @0? is being variously 
discussed with the result that the pre- 
ponderance of opinion is that he wiil not 
visit England if the present tendency of 
the English policy. continues and that no 
inducement that can be offered by family 
connections is likely to persuade humm to go. 
In an article upon this subject the inspir- 
ed Magdeburg Gazette says: “The kaiser 
will not visit England without fully con- 
sidering the political situation, and the 
rapidity with which charges are being 
made therein makes it hardly possible for 
him to decide what he will do in the mat- 
ter several months ahead.” 

The Papal Succession. 

Recurring to the policy of the dreibund 
in regard to the succession of the papacy, 
the object being to secure the election of 
a pope fo succeed Leo XIII ‘who will be 
favorable to the interests of therdreibund, 
and less inclined to democracy, as well as 
less friendly to France than the present 
pontiff, it is stated that advices from high 
Catholic sources divide the probable can- 
didates for the tiara into two groups. The 
first of these following the present policy 
of Leo XIII includes Cardinals Svampa, 
Frerrari and Ganti, and the second with a 


in 


| policy supposed to be less politically biased 
and therefore more favorable to the drei- 
bund, is headed by Cardinal Galimberto. 
This group includes Cardinals Vincenzo, 
Serafino, Vannutelli and the Brothers Cap- 
acelatro. The two ablest members of the 
Sacred college, Cardinals Parocchi and 
Rampolla, are not considered, for various 
reasons, as being eligible. The question 
of the papal succession is certainly stir- 
ring the secret depth of diplomatic life. 


Again an American Wins. 

Dr. Von Stephan, minister of the im- 
perial postoffice, has charged the Ameri- 
can sculptress, Mrs. Cadwallader Gould, 
with the modeling of two great allegorical 
figures, representing respectively Posts and 
Telegraphs, to be placed upon the post- 
office building at Madgeburg. The German 
sculptors, through The Vossische Zeitung 
and other newspapers, have protested 
against this award of the work. 

Owing to recent instructions from Wash- 
ington, the American embassy will here- 
after enforce stricter regulations in regard 
to passports, and persons making applica- 
tion for them must give the most sat- 
isfactory proofs of their idéntity before 
they can obtain them. 

Prince von Hohenlohe, the imperial chan- 
cellor, is suffering from a prolonged at- 
tack of insomnia, accompanied by failure 
of appetite. It is now plain that the 
chancellor's advanced age is telling on 
him and this has renewed rumors of his 
early retirament and speculation as to his 
successor. 

The emperor’s military cabinet will con- 
cur in opposing the proposal for reform 
in the military code of criminal pro- 


cedure. 
Not Ready To Open. 

The Berlin industrial exhibition {s in a 
State of chaos. The emperor insists upon 
its being opened on May ist and prepa- 
rations for opening on that date are as 
far as possible being rushed night and day. 
The workmen are the masters of the sit- 
uation and have raised a demand for in- 
creased wagés in open violation of their 
contracts. ‘They will not work except 
when they please and it is impossible that 
the preparations can be completed before 
June. A host of American visitors are ex- 
pected to be in attendance. 


WHY MR. KNAPP WAS RELEASED 
When Tewfik Declined To Keep His 

Promise, a Cruiser Was Suggested. 

Constantinople, April 26.—Mr. John W. 
Riddle, American charge d’affaires, re- 
ceived advices Friday morring from Iskan- 
deroom that the Turkish authorities re- 
fused to deliver the Rev. George Knapp, 
the American missionary who was recently 
expelled from Bitlis on*charges of sedition, 
and who was to come to this city for trial, 
and were determined to send him away 
from the country on the European steamer 
that sailed from Iskanderoom Friday even- 
ing. 

Mr. Riddle informed Sir Philip Currie, 
the British ambassador, and M. Camber, 
the French ambassador, of the situation 
and went to the porte, where he showed 
the promises of Tewfik Pasha, the foréign 
minister, to deliver Mr. Knapp to the 
American legation for trial. He advised 
Tewfik Pasha that it would be better for 
him to keep this promise and at the same 
time telegraphed to the American consular 
agents at Iskanderoom and Mersine to 
call for an American cruiser if it should be 
necessary to secure the delivery of Mr. 


Knapp. 

These open telegrams frightened the av- 
thorities and on Saturday MF. Ridele re- 
ceived jispatches stating that Mr. Knapp 


had been released. 


NO CABINET YET. 


Sarrien Has Been Unable To Comply 
with Faure’s Request. 

Paris, April 26.—This morning M. Sar- 
Tien, who was requested. by President 
Faure to form a cabinet, held a consulta- 
tion with MM. Coblet, Gerville, DuJardin, 
Henri, Ricard and Brisson. At noon it 
was annourced that M. Sarrien had re- 
quested President Faure to allow him to 
defer his reply until 5 o’clock. Later it 
was staied that M. Sarrien had informed 
the president that he was unable to form 
a conciliation cabinet. It is again rumored 
that President Faure meditates resigning. 

Pistols and Sabers in a Duel. 
April 26.—A duel was fought 
this morning between Baron Fejervray, 
Hungarian minister, and M. Bernath, a 
member of the chamber of deputies. The 
principals first fought with pistols, with 
the result that neither was hit. They then 
fought with sabers and M. Bernath was 
seriously wounded in the head. 


An Election in Madrid. 


Madrid, April 26.—The elections for mem- 
bers of the senate were held today ana 
passed without any excitement. It is known 
that a large government majority has been 
returned. Prime Minister Canovas ide] 
Castillo will now hasten the Cuban tariff 
reforms, the scheme of which will shortly 
issved.,

FROM ONE LIMB 
TWO MEN DROP 


Fifteen Masked Men Make a Pop Call on 
a Tennessee Jailer. 


KEYS ARE TAKEN FROM HIM 


When the Mob Enters the Cell One 
Prisoner Fights, 


WHILE THE OTHER DROPS INTO A SWOON 


The Hillis Brothers, Who Killed an 
Old Man in Tennessee, Swung to 
a Limb by a Mob. | 


Nashville, Tenn., April 26.—A special to 
‘The Sun says that at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing fifteen masked men entered the resi- 
dence of the jailer at McMinnville, Tenn., 
overpowered the jailer, took his keys and 
entered the jail. 

They were after William and Victor Hfl- 
lis, who were awaiting trial charged with 
the murder of Carroll Martin, in Van Buren 
county, in August, 1894. 

When the mob entered the cell, where the 
Hillis boys were confined, Victor snatched 
up a bed slat and succeeded in knocking 
down two of the crowd before he was 
overpowered. William, realizing that his 
doom was fixed, fell into a swoon. 

Without giving the Hillis boys time to 
don any clothing the masked men pro- 
ceeded to their horses and mounting 
rode quickly and silently out of town to 
a point about five miles southeast of here, 
rear Shellisford, where they hanged the two 
brothers to the same tree. 

The Crime They Committed. 

The crime for which the Hillis boys were 
lynched was committed in VanBuren coun- 
ty in 1894. 

Carroll Martin, an aged citizen, who 
lived with his daughter in the mountains 
of Van Buren, and who was supposed to 
have $1,000 in his house, was attacked one 
evening in August, 1894, about twilight by 
two men with their faces blacked. 

The old man, who was eighty-two years 
of age, was murdered, and his daughter, 
who struck one of the men on the arm 
with an ax, was shot in the leg. The men 
finally made off without their booty, the 
money Raving been thrown into the grass 
by Miss Martin. j 

The Hillis boys were arrested on strong 
circumstantial evidence. The case has been 
continued several times in the Warren 
county court, to which a change of venue 
took the case, and, after conviction, an 
appeal to the supreme court resulted in a 
reversal and the people became tired, with 
' the above resuit. 


THE .TWO. VICTIMS BURIED. 


'Cocking, Who Is Suspétted, Is Under 
Gu Now. 

Washington, April 26.—A special to The 
Times from La Plata, Md., says the fu- 
neral of Mrs. Cocking and Miss Miller, the 
victims of Friday’s double murder at Hili- 
top, took place from Nanjemoy church to- 
r day. 

There was a good deal of excitement, 
but no violence. 

Joseph Cocking, the husband of ane of 
the victims, did not attend the funeral, he 
being ill. The physician who was called to 
see Cocking failed to find anything the 
matter with him and believes he is sham- 


ming illness. 

There is no clue to the murder, although 
Detective Gault, of Baltimore, is working 
hard on the case and thas Cocking under 
close surveillance, as he is suspected of at 
least knowing more of the affair than he 
has told. It was rumored that,Cocking was 
to be removed to Baltimore via Washing- 
ton, on a steamer from Clymont today, 
but threats were made that if this was 
attempted Cocking would be taken by force 
from the officers and lynched, so the 
scheme was abandoned. The county prison 
at Port Tobacco is a frail structure, and 
the jailer, who is a negro, was not con- 
sidered able to hold Cocking against a 
mob, so the detective and deputy sheriff 
are keeping him in custody in his own 
house. He was taken today to the room 
where the bodies were lying, just prior to 
the funeral, but if the sight of them had 
any effect upon him it was not apparent, 
nor did the bloody scenes in the adjoining 


rooms, where the women were killed, move 
him to any expression. 

Cocking succeeded today in removing and 
concealing a part of his underclothing, in 
spite of the vigilance of the officers, and 
it has not yet been found. 


DEFENDED HIS WIFE, 


But in Doing So, Frank Prince Was 
Stabbed to Death. 
Spartanburg, 8S. C., April 26.—(Special.)— 
Another crime must be recorded in this 
county as the outcome of mean whisky. 
Last night between 8 and 9 o’clock, Jofin 
Parris, the son of a well-to-do farmer, was 
resides about five miles from this city, 
was stabbed to death by a negro man bear- 
ing the name Frank Prince. Frank Prince 
and his wife were on their way to visit 
friends when they met Parris.

It is known, however, 
that every member of the families of John 
Morris, A..W. Elkins, Peter Anderson and 
Henry..Garduer was hurt and three of them 
have wounds said to be fatal. 

Damage Was Immense. 

A large number_of horses and cattle was 
killed, and the damage to farm property is 
immense. : 
_The cyclone started about six miles south 
of Clifton and went in a northeasterly direc- 
tion for twelve or fifteen miles and then 
lost. its force by spreading. It passed about 
half way between Clifton and Morganville. 
Its track varies from 150. yards. ta a 
quarter of a mile in width. It fore through 
a farming community and nothing is left 
standing. Houses and barns were wrecked, 
trees torn up or broken, fences leveled and 
hay stacks blown_in every direction. The 
cyclone was followed by storms which 
lasted for several hours, flooding the devas- 
tated district. There had been indications 
of a heavy rain all day with locai showers, 
but nobody expected a storm. <As far as 
learned the .victims of the cyclone, were 
in their houses and the most of them had 
retired... 

The storm struek Peter Anderson's hqme 
at 9:30 o’clock. This was about a mile 
from .the starting point. The house. was 
demolished in an insiant.and every. member 
of the family was injured. When they had 
extricated themselves from the debris they 
discovered that Anderson’s grandchild was 
missing. 

The Body Found a Half Mile Away. 

The dead body of the child was found 
this morning in a ravine half a mile away. 
It evidently had been carried there by the 
wind. Anderson alarmed the neighbors who 
lived in. the. track of the.siorm, and search 
Was commenced for victims, but little head- 
Way was made in the rain. 

Couriers were sent to Ciifton and Morgan- 
ville for doctors, but it was dayi ght be- 
fore they arrived. Many of the injured lay 
all night penned down by wreckage, while 
others crawled or hobbled across the coun- 
try to neighboring houses. nha 

In several instances persons were lifted 
into the air by the. cyclone and carried for 
a distance and then suddenly dropped. 
Buildings also were lifted up and hurled to 
the ground with terrific force. 

Two Ladies Carried by the Wind. 

The wifé and daughter cf Jonn Morris 
Were reading when the shock came. The 
house was divided. The ladies managed to 
get out, when the wind picked them up, car- 
ried them.200 yards and dropped them ona 
pile of straw. rae 

The people for miles around today gather- 
ed at the different points where damage had 
been done and rendered assistance in every 
Way possible. The track of the storm re- 
sembled a piece of ground leveled with a 
roller. It.is believed that much damage was 
done in the vicinity. of Palmer,, Washington 
county, but the details cannot be learned. 

It is impossible at this time to estimate 
the damage to buildings and other prop- 
erty.

President Jordan, of Stanférd Univer- 
sity Receives an Interesting Letter. 
San Francisco, April 26.—President Starr 
Jordan, of Leland Stanford, Jr., university, 
writes to The San Francisco Call as fol- 

lows: ‘ 

“Palo Alto, Cal., Apri] 25.—Some time ago 
I wrote to a friend in Havana, a gentleman 
of Spanish descent and education, an au- 
thor very well known in _ Havana, and 
withal a very trustworthy man, asking him 
to tell me what the real foeling of the 
intelligent classes of Havana was. in regard 
to thepresent insurrection. I enclose here- 
with a trarislation of a letter received from 
him: 


The Letter to Mr. Jordan.. : 
“ ‘Havana, April 17,, 1896.—Mr.. David 8S. 
Jordan, Palo Alto, Cal.. Dear Sir: It is to 
be regretted that, as you say, those of you 


who are interested in :he fate of this coun-. 


try have not a perfect knowledge of its 
true present state. 

‘“* ‘Great. ruin and much blood must be 
shed to attain what now seems likely to be 
attained, but it is never too late for the 
good. I can give you an idea of what 
the really intelligent Cubans think of the 
present movement. I have heard the opin- 
ions of the most distinguished persons of 
the city, presons who, by education and 
from a Sense-of honor, are incapable of 
falsehood. They have given testimony, one 
by one, each without knoledge before and 
after of what the other has said. It seems 
to. me therefore, that I can reply to your 
inquiry with authority. 

‘1. The insurrection was begun and is 
kept up by Cuban people. SS 

“ "2. The government has made colossal 
and unheard-of efforts fo put it down, 
bringing against it a force of 150,000 armed 
men and resorting to. all possible measures 
cf prudence and resource, but has not suc- 
ceeded in diminishing it. It has extended 
from the extreme east to the extreme west 
and is everywhere maintained. 

“3. The flower of our youth jis in the 
army of the insurrection. In its ranks are 
many physicians, lawyers, druggists, pro- 
fessors, artists, men of business, engineers, 
etc. By the excellent consular service of 
ithe United States this fact may be proved 
if it is not already known. 

“4. The insurgents began by destroying 
their own property in order to deprive the 
troops of the government of shelter and 
Sustenance, 

“5. Destruction is carried 
sides—by the insurgents on 
greater scale. 

‘6. Let it be understood that the insur- 
gents will continue in their course until 
they fulill their purpose, carrying all be- 
fore them ky fire and blood. 

“%, All eyes are dirécted toward the 
north, to the republic which is the mother 
of all Americans. 

“ ‘8. The people of the United States 
must bear strongly in mind now as never 
before that profession is null and void if 
action does not confirm it. Wise men like 
yourself know this best of all.’ ”

Jacksonville, Fla., April 26.—The filibus- 
tering steamer, Bermuda, arrived in port at

It is said that the contents of the boxes— 
several hundred in number—were rifles, 
small arms, machetes, dynamite, powder 
and medicine.

After discussing the financial question, 
crittcising Judge Fort, one of his oppo-

“While Judge Fort has been abusing me 
as a banker, who has been running his 
campaign for him? I answer, no less a 
person that Mr. Joseph E.. Bivins, the pres- 
ident of the First National bank of Cor- 


dele. Judge Fort has been using the X 
rays on one of my bank notes, so I thought 
Il would turn them on h.s campaign. | 
thought at first I would borrow the judge's 
rays, but as they have become quite com- 
mon and as he is probably using his own in 
Wilcox county, 1 decided to procure me 
some of these rays. { got them and turned 
them on the judge’s campaign and the 
first thing I saw was a letter. The letter 
read as follows: 

“Office of the First National Bank of 
Cordeie—Judge Fort, Americus, Ga.—My 
Dear Friend: Now 1s che opportune time for 
you to run tor congress. Make the race. 
i hereby tender you wooly county.

“You will remember reading a letter in

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STRAWBERRIES BEING SHIPPED 
NORTH. 


Mary Hundrec Crates Go Past Every 
Day—The Yield This Year Is 
Very Large.

The luscious Georgia strawberry is movy- 
ing north now in large quantities. This 
is its season and as the yield this year has 
been very large the shipments exceed those 
of other years. The Georg'a berry seems 
to be the favorite. The Chattanooga Times 
says of Saturday’s shipments: 

‘The largest shipment of berries that has 
passed through this city arrived from 
Georgia vesterday morning, and went north 
over the Cincinnati Southern railway, con- 
signed to Cincinnati and Columbus, O. The 
fruit was sent by express and filled one 
end of the express car in which it was 
packed. In all there were about 300 crates. 

“Tomorrow the Chattanooga Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association hope to send off a large 
consignment. The shipments will increase 
daily until a solid carload can be dispatched 
to northern points. 

“Active steps are being taken for the 
formation of a National Fruit Growers’ 
Association and a meeting has been called 
for this purpose. The gathering will be at 
the Palmer house at Chicago May 20th, and 
it is thought that representative fruit grow- 
ers from almost every state tn the union 
will be in attendance at the gathering, 
which promises to be cne of importance to 
the fraternity. 

“The call for the meeting has been sent 
out to members of the county, district 
and state fruit growers’ association and 
one has been received by the local associa- 
tions. Among those who have signed tne 
call and are taking an active part in the 
project are: John D. Cunninghatn, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation; Willis Brown, manager of the Ore- 
£on T’ruit Waion: C. W. Berson, manager 
of the ‘Texas Fruit Association: J. C. 
Evans, president of the Missourt Horti- 
cultural Society: William A. Gardner, 
president South-Central Missouri Fruit 
Growers’ A:;sociation, and W. B. Blalock, 
president of the Northwestern Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association. 

“Manager Corbly, of the Chattanooga 
Fruit Growers’ Association, said yesterday 
afternoon that he thought the idea a good 
one and that he would attend the meeting 
if he found it possible. Of course, about 
May 2th the shipments from this section 
will be very heavy and he will iind it a 
difficult task. to leave. The organization is 
being perfected for the better success of 
the fruit marketing associations and the 
protection of the fruit growers of the 
United States.”’

“The First Baptist church of Nashville 
made a great coup last Sunday, when 
it unanimously called the eloquent Rey. 
J. B. Hawthorne, of Atlanta, for its pastor. 
lie is probably the most pronrinent Bap- 
tist preacher now living. The Baptists of 
Nashville realized that they needed a man 
of. character, and after some correspond- 
ence with Dr. Hawthorne, he agreed to 
come to Nashville if the call was unani- 
mous, The preacher’s chiefest desire to 
cOme to Nashville was the fact of there 
being a wider field of usefulness for him 
in this city. The Atlanta Baptists were 
strugk with consternation. Largely at- 
tended mass meetings have been held 
there, begging him remain in Atlanta, 
and the leading papers of that city have 
published .columns to turn him from his 
purpose of comilg to Nashville. 

‘Tonight a comm.ttee of five of the most 
prominent e.tizens of Atlanta will come 
nere to beg the Nashville church to. give 
him up and allow him to remain in At- 
lanta, The committee is composed of ex- 
Governor W. J. Northen, H. H. Cuabaniss, 
of the Journal: John M. Green, J. J. 
Maddox and Colonel B. F. Abbott. They 
will go before the First Baptist church of 
this city tomorrow and ask that he be re- 
leased from the call. 

“an American reporter 
some of the leading members of that 
church yesterday afternoon, and they 
unanimously agreed that the church .here 
would not give hinr up. ‘A fleld of greatest 
usefulness for religious work lies here in 
Nashville,’ was the mutual expression, ‘and 
we need a giant to fill it. After casting 
about among the Baptist divines of the 
entire south, we devided that Dm Haw- 
thorne was the man we wanted. We have 
his ugreement to come, and he will come.’ 

“General I. W. Avery, of Atlanta, for- 
meriyv editor of The Constitution, who is 
in Nashville, said yesterday: ‘All Atlanta 
is in sorrow over Dr. Hawthorne's resig- 
nation. He is the most remarkable preach- 
er | ever knew, and undoubtedly the most 
wonderful pulpit orator of the south. 
Everything has veen done to get him to 
stay there, but his honor has been given 
and he will come to Nashville. Every Sun- 
day his church in Atlanta crowded be- 
yond even standing room. He about 
six feet and two inches high, very erect, 
and is a man of wonderful magnetism and 
address. His resignation was like a thun- 
Jerclap, a confplete surprise to every- 
body there.’

Athens, Ga., April 26.—(Special.}—Politics 
in Clarke county, along congressional lines, 
promises to wax hot during the next few 
weeks and from present indications a very 
spirited contest will be waged here between 
Hon. W. M. Howard and Judge Thomas G. 


Lawson. 

The democracy of the county had been 
called to meet in convention next Saturday 
to select delegates to the congressional con- 
vention. That was when Captain Carlton 
was contesting for the nomination, and 
was intended simply as an indorsement of 
him. 

Now it is certain that a primary will be 
called. 

Mr. Howard was in the city yesterday and 
spent several hours with his friends. He 
expressed himself as being pleased with 
the outlook and is confident of receiving 
the nomination. Nevertheless he is not 
letting the grass grow under his feet. 

He has only two appointments thus far. 
He speaks at Greenesboro on the 2d of May 
and at Watkinsville on May 9th. There is 
a strong probability of a number of joint 
debates being arranged between Messrs. 
Hioward and Lawson. Meanwhile Captain 
Carlton is going it alone in his race outside 
the nominating primaries. He spoke yes- 
terday afternoon at Danielsvflle and last 
night at Comer, both places being in Madi- 
son county.

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Some Bottom Facts. 

A correspondent writes to 
reply he can make to those who iain. 
tain that low prices have been caused 
by improved production, 
and that these improved processes have 
resulted in over-production, se 

The argument of, improyed methods 
and processes of by the 
bold facts of the situation. The profits 
of producers would not be reduced by 
the fall in prices and we should be en- 
joying a period of prosperity and busi- 
nesS activity. As over-production 
in wheat, the figures , issued by. the 
United States department of agriculture 
show that the number of bushels per 
capita of population produced in 1880 
was 9.9. The price was then 95 cents a 
bushel. In 188) the number of bushels 
per capita of population was 6.4. but 
the price fell to 77 cents. -In ]893, the 
mumber of bushels per capita of popu- 

ation was 5.9, and the price fell to 
53.8 cents. 

It. will he, said, 
agents of the money power that in the 
ease of wheat, lower prices have been 
caused by competition from India and 
Argentina. But .fhere would never have 
been any competition from these coun- 
tries but. for the bonus on their wheat 
offered by the gold premium. They fiave 
been able to undersel!l us in gold prices, 
but they continue to receive a dollar a 
bushe! for their wheat in silver. 

But there is no competition in the pro- 
duction of corn. The United States 
is the aqnly great corn producing nation 
on the earth, and vet the price has fallen 
from 50 cents a bushel to 25 cents. 

In the case of cotton, the facts ure even 
more noteworthy. From 1886 to TSS, 
inclusive, cotton production increased 
gradually and the price remained sta- 
tionary at about 9.9 cenis a pound. Pro- 
duction increased in 1890 and 1891, and 
the price increased also. In 1892 and 
1898 there was a sudden decrease in 
production, but the price Jeclined also— 
the small crop. of 1895 selling for 50 
per cent less than the large crop pro- 
duced in 1891. In 1894, with a crop no 
larger than for 1890 and 1891, cotton 
sold for 4.6 cents a pound, though in 
1890-91 it sold for 10 cents a pound. 

Now here are three great commodities 
in the production of which nearly half 
of the population is directly concerned, 
and in which all the people are directly 
interested. They are the commodities 
on which the whole country depends to 
pay its foreign debts and the interest 
thereon. They are the commodities,on 
which more than half the population 
depends for money with which to pay 
their debts and taxes, and on which the 
business interests of the whole west and 
south depend for money with which to 
keep the wheels of trade and business 
in motion. : 

But these are only three commodities. 
‘As a matter of, fact every product of 
human labor has been struck a deadly 
blow by the increased and increasing 
value of gold. The report of Bradstreet’s 
commercial agency for last week. grimly 
remarks: “Prices of commodities. are 
en the whole lower than ever before, 
having DECLINED TWO PER CENT 
since April ist, and SEVENTEEN 
PER CENT since July, 1890.”’ 
Bradstreet’s, statistician might well have 
added to this mild and conser rative re- 
port the statement that prices have 
fallen more than ONE HUNDRED PER 
CENT since 1873. 

Now. as it is easy for our cerrespond- 
ent to show that the prices of all com-: 
modities have been controlled by some 
influence irrespective of the operations 
of the law of supply and demand, it he- 
comes an easy matter to trace the dis- 
turbance to its fountain-head. Until 

1873 prices of all commodities 
were rising and had been rising since 
1853. Since 1875 they have been falling 
more rapidly than they rose. In 1875 
silver was demonetized, and s 
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of course, by the

time the fall in all prices and values has 
been constant. It has been marked by 
two panics, and_ the miseries of man- 
kind have been as rapidly multiplied as 
Satan himself could desire. Every- 
thing has fallen except gold, and that,

A Hero of Cub 

The name of Maximo Gomez is destin- 
ed to stand very near the head of the 
list of the famous patriots who have 
fought and bled for liberty. 

In his proclamation to the people of 
Cuba. last December, General, Gomez 
stated several interesting facts in re- 
ecard to himself.

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ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
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The Ten Per Cent State Bank Tax. 

April .4.—Editor Constitu- 
while the. legislature 
was in session, the suggestion was made 
ivy a- representative .citizen of Georgia 
that there was a speedy and certain way 
in which to secure the remoyal of the ob- 
noxivus 10 per, cent tax levied by federal 
statute on the. issues of state banks, 
namely, that the act of the general assem- 
bly, approved December 20, 1893, be amend- 
ed as ta section 5 by adding a proviso wilich 
would make the section read as follows: 

“That the capital stock of such bank or 
banking association shall not be less than 
$25,000. bona tide subseribed and fully paid 
in by the etocknolders in gold, silver or 
lawful money of the United States; pro- 
vided, that the said circulating notes shall 
be issued to any bank. or banking asso- 
ciation of this state now organized, with- 
out reference to the ameunt of its capital 
stock or the way in which the same is in- 
vested, when said bank or banking assocl- 
ation shall deposit with the treasurer ol 
the state, fer the purpese provided in this 
act; bonds of the United. States or of the 
state of weorgia in double the amount of 
circulating notes to be issued to said bank 
or banking association.’’ 

The further suggestion. was that as soon 
as this was accomplished and the hotes 
were issued by the state to the bank and 
put into circulation, the collector of inter- 
nal revenue would quickly apply the federal 
law, levying a tax of 19 per cent on such 
issue, and: the case weuid be earried up 
without delay to the United States supreme 
court for setthement. 

The opinion was freely expressed that the 
tax would be declared unconstitutional and 
we would thus obtain relief which.should 
have been. afforded by congTre 88—relie, 
which was promised the people at Chnicayo-— 
relief which it seemed probable congress 
would promptiy give, but which is now 
absolutely improbable so far as congress 
is concerned. ‘

Headquarters Here. 


ONE OF THE BAND “PEACHES” 
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Says They Made Money Near the Ex- 


position Mills, 


HE:WRITES A LETTER TO MARSHAL DUNLAP 


He Wants Tc Come Here and Be Tried 
for;His Crime—The Story from 
Lexington, Ky. 
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MarshaltDunlap has received a yaluable 
tip from a-vcrook in Lexington, Ky., con- 
cerning the existence of a wily gang of 
counterfeiters which operated extensively 
here last- fall, which is now operating in 
the south,.and which plans to operate here 
during the next month. 

The tipecomes direct from a member of 
the band, *who has “‘peached”’ on the other 
members of the gang. This man is J. C. 
Wood, whois at present in jail in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., on several serious charges, 

Wood has written to Postmaster Fox and 
Marshal Dunjap disclosing the facts con- 
cerning the band of makers of spurious 
coin, offering to tel the full story if prom- 
ised a light sentence, .What the contents 
of the letter to Harshal Dunlap are is not 
known, as the marshal was at his home in 
Gainesville yesterday. The letter to Post- 
master Fox merely inclosed the letter to 
the marshal and directed its delivery into 
the proper hands. 

There can be little doubt that there is 
some basis of fact in Wood’s story. In 
fact, it is practically certain that it is 
true, and an investigation will be at once 
set on foot. 

Names, places and dates are given in a 
manner that leaves little room for doubt 
that Wood’s story is correct. He says the 
gang made their money near the old ex- 
position cotton mills and put it in circula- 
tion on Auburn avenue and Pryor. street. 
The city was crowded with.exposition visi- 
tors at the time and the flood of spurious 
coin that was noticed about this time was 
traceable to the gang which Wood tells 
of. An investigation will no doubt prove 
many sensational facts regarding the band 
of counterfeiters. There are eight mem- 
bers in the band, says Wood, and it is not 
improbable that some of them are now in 
Atlanta and that some of the money which 
they made is being -put in circulation 
here, The story from Lexington is.as fol- 
lows: 

“Lexington, Ky., April !26.—(Speciai.)— 
J. C. Wood, confined in the county jail 
here on several charges of burglary and 
housebreaking, has conféssed to William 
Messer and other fellow prisoners that he 
is one of a gang of counterfeiters that op- 
erated in Atlanta last fall and are now 
wanted by the authorities in that city, 
Wood is anxious to get out of the hands 
of the Kentucky authorities, He _ believes 
that if he is taken before the United States 
court he will be able to escape trial. for 
the offenses he has committed, here., With 
this view_ he had Messer write a letter to 
the United States. marshal at Atlanta, tell- 
ing him that in consideration of a light 
sentence he wil “peach” on. the gang, 
Wood says that the gang is composed..of 
eight men; they are now in.. Nashville, 
Tenn., and will be in Atlanta from the Ist 
to the 1lith of May. He Says they made 
the spurious coin at the old, cotton milis 
on Marietta street and passed it on Pryor 
and Wheat streets. He says.that he.«is 
acquainted with Mr. Poor, the jailer; Colo- 
nel Renfroe, and Colonel Buck.. He asks 
that the marshal come to. Lexingten and 
get him, when he will tell all he - knows. 
Wood is good for a stiff ‘Lerm in the Ken- 
tucky penitentiary, he being one .of the 
smoothest all-round men.seen in. this sec- 
tion for many months, A day.or. two- ago 
he tried to escape from jail by having him- 
self wansferred from the. celJhouge..to.the 


hospital. He had eaten soap to produce sup- 
posed illness.’

Even with 
this enormous increase of production the 
purchas ng power of the crop of 1894 was 
vastly greater than that of the crop of 1873 
although its money value was 25,000,000 
“wom It _ nineteen bushels of corn to 

y a one-horse steel plow in 1873: ei 
and one-half bushels would buy Pyeng os 
1889. In 3873 a dozen shovels cost fifty- 
three bushels of corn, and in 1889 they 
were bought for thirty bushels. These are 
fair examples of the increased purchasing 
power of corn. The purchasing power of 
cotton has not increased in the same way 
simply because of the vastly increased pro- 
duction already referred to. Nearly all 
values have fallen because the world pro- 
gresses, labor-saving appliances multiply 
and capital concentrates and learns. 
_I have merely attempted to give a few 
indisputed and indisputable facts to show 
that the so-called demonetization of silver 
in 1873 has not brought ruin, has not re- 
duced the purchasing power of money, or 
injured labor, and have not intended to 
enter into any discussion of the theory of 
the money problenr, but I cannot conclude 
without a word or two as to the act of 
i873 and the probable effect of fhe free coin- 
age of silver. In the first place there has 
been no demonetization of silver in the 
sense in which silver men use the term. 
Up to 1873 all the silver dollars coined and 
all the subsidiary silver coined up to 1853, 
when it ceased to be legal ten@er, amount- 
ed only to $83,000,000. Since January 1, 
1873, more than 458,000,000 of silver dollars 
have been coined. This does not look like 
any demonetization. Nor has there been 
any contraction of the curreacy. The fol- 
lowing is the statement per capita:

At the same time the vast extension of 
the banking system has’7 dimin.shed the 
relative use of money. 

Finally, if everything the silver men say 
about the demonetization of siiver and the 
decline of prices were true, free coinage by 
the United States alone would afford no 
relief. It would simply substitute the sil- 
ver standard for the gold standard, and 
double the number of dollars a thing was 
said to be worth, because the dollars 
would be cut in two. As every one would 
pay twice as much for evrytcing, gett ng 
twice as mruch for everything would do us 
no good. -Wages would rise more slowly 
than prices and all the industrial classes 
would suffer. The change could not add 
a particle to the price of a pound of cot- 
ton in Liverpool or a bushel of grain in 
London, When an Englishman pays four 
shillngs for a bushel of wheat it makes 
no difference to ‘him whether four shillings 
or two shillings: is the equivalent of the 
American dollar. If he pays 6d for a pound 
of cotton he does not care whether that 
means six cents or twelve cents in Atlanta. 

The manufacturers, who are urging free 
silver, are doing it because it would reduce 
wages, and some cotton p'arfers may be 
actuated by the same motives. Our pro- 
duce meets the produce of other countries 
in the English markets, and a price is tixed 
between buyer and seller and it is so much 
nroney on the gold standard. By exchang- 
ing it for silver you may get more picces, 
but not more value. 

If pr.ces in silver rose proportionately 
to the decline of silver, we should gain 
nothing; if they did ngt, we should lose. We 
cannct gain and might lose by the change.

Over Two Thousand People Heard Mr. 
Jonés Yesterday Morning 

To .a congregati ro th 
e & . LONETS Qn of over two thousand 
people Sam Jones preached one of his char- 
acteristic sermons at the First Methodist 
churen, yesterday morning, after Which he 
took up a collection for the Decatur Or- 
phans’ home. 

As every one expected, the church was 
packed long before the hour for the service 
to begin. Chairs were placed in the aiSles 
and also about the pulpit within the rail- 
ing. Many who were not able to procure 
Seats, or even standing room, turned fre- 
luetantly away from. the church. 

The size of the audience was a tribute 
to. the speaker's popularity. Perhaps no 
other man could have drawn such a crowd 
On a few hours’ notice, and the fact that 
Mr, Jones cguld gather. such an audience 
makes it evident that he has no superior 
and but few rivals as a public speaker. 

The occasion of the Giscourse at the 
First Methodist church yesterday morning 
Was the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Decatur Orphans’ home. This institution 
has long ruled.the affections of Mr. Jones 
and he has given to it freely both of his 
means -.and labor. 

Mr. Jones, in beginning his discourse yes- 
terday morning, took occasion ty pass a 
few commenpss .gn the church announce- 
ments read by Mr. Howard Palmer. Among 
these Was, a notice.of the meeting at the 
Moody tabernacle for men only during the 
altternoon,

GAMMON’S BIG DAY. 


Commencement Bxarcisés Were Begun 
There Yesterday. 


EIGHTEEN WILL GRADUATE 


The Exercises Will Continue Until 
Thutsday Next—Programnie of 
the Week’s Exercises. 


The graduating exercises of the Gammon 
Theological seminary were commenced yes- 
terday morning and will continue until 
Thursday. 

The graduating class of 1896 consists of 
eighteen men, the brightest in their race, 
who have toiled and struggled through the 
course of study at the institution and their 
diplomaS are not undeserved. 

The exercises commen¢ed yésterday 
morning at 9:3:0 o’clock, with the com- 
mencement love feast, and took place in 
the college chapel at Clark university. 
Hundreds of visitors were present and the 
chapel was completely filled. Before the 
exercises began the chapel had been, beau- 
tifully decorated with appropriate flowers 
and colors. ' 

After the firSt part of the exercises, was 
concluded Dr.. W. P. Thirkield, president 
of the seminary, marched down the isle fol- 
lowed by the graduates, and they 
were loudly applauded as they marched 
along. The class is as follows W.S. Chinn, 
I, C.. Clemons; A.B.; J: N. C. Coxgin; P. J. 
Cook, Z. K. Gowen, B.S., B.,M. Hubbard, 
A.M., L. W, Price, Ph.B., C. W. Reeves, S. 
A. Stripling, A.B., J.-B. Thomas, J. D. 
Whitaker, A.B.,.B. .F. Witherspoon. Eight 
of the class were men who had received de- 
grees from other institutions. 
Besides the speakers there were a num- 
ber of presidénts of other schodélIs and a 
large number of friends of the seminary 
on the stage, Which was beautifull} decor- 
ated, 

The exercises were opened with prayer by 
tev. KX. L. Parks, after which an appro- 
priate hymn was rendered by the choir 
and Dr. Thirkield rose to deliyer his ad- 
dress. His text was I Samuel x, 5—‘Thou 
Shalt meet a company of prophets coming 
down from the high place with a-.psaltery, 
and a tabert, and a pipe and a harp before 
them, and they shall prophesy.’’ 

“Samuel,’’ he said, “established the first 
schools for prophets. Besides others, there 
was one at Gilgal and one at Bethel.’”’ He 
beautifully described the schools of the 
prophets and continued;. 

“These men who had decided to give 
their lives to the work of the Lord gathered 
themselves together under fhe instruction 
of a greater prophet, Here they were 
taught music, morality and godly rever- 
ence, It was the prophet that preserved 
the sacred word of God when it seemed as 
though it were lost. These schools were 
usyally. upon auhill and this hill was cailed 
the hill of God.”’ 

The speaker then likened the Gammun 
School of Theology} upon the hill to the old 
schools of the prophets upon the hill of 
God.. “‘These men,”’ said he, “are about to 
go down from this hill of God to prophesy. 
The word prophet: has several meanings. 
it means to bubble-up like a spring; again, 
it means a seer, One who foresees, an event 
or events and understands the way of God; 
it also means a spokesman for another, one 
wno goes forth speaking of the things of 
God for another. Today the -prophet is 
he who goes forth and speaks God’s truth 
to all men. 

“The prophet must be a man. to begin 
with—a good, earnest, God-fearing man, 
You cannot raise great oak trees by plant- 
ing them in earthen pots, nor ,¢an you 
raise a prophet unless he has all the traits 
and elements, of pure manhood.whieb have 
come to him through a deep and divine me- 
dium. He must have a reverence for na- 
ture, for man and for God and His crea- 
tion. 5 eaeleciess abs. Aces 

“The prophet must be a man of God, 
whose head touches the stars, who lives 
a life of faith.. His whole nature must 
realize the presence of God. He should 
possess a faith that will bring the, powers 
of this world down befgre, him, He, must 
be a spirited man, a God-fearing prophet, 
not tied to the things. of this world, 

‘‘Moses was called. The spirit of God be- 
ing in the burning bush called Moses to his 
work. Samuel was called to his sacred 
work early..in his life. God calls today. 
Blessed is the man who is not disobedient 
to the calls of God...’ .The speaker went on 
to speak of the false prophets that prophe- 
sied in the days of the prophets; and how 
God had punished them. He told his au- 
dience that there were many such in-the 
church today. He warned his graduating 
class against such and told them that if 
they found that, after years of work, they 
had not..won one soul for Christ, to leave 
the pulpit... es sis 

‘“~“Mhe word of the Lord came unto me,’ 
says the prophet, und it is still coming. 
This message has come to you, brethren, 
and you must declare it to others.as you 
go forth. . We. are. not. guests,’’ sajd the 
speaker, “‘but messengers of God. We are 
to tell of Hds gcodness through His. word, 
His songs and through: cur. prayers ,and 
our.reverence. for..diim.. Brethren, get, your 
message from Gad, It has came and is 
still coming. ~- Rlace».the. spirMual life .of 
men above dogma, church doctrine, ritural 
or anything else. It is ourduty to stick in 
deep the moral probe. The end gf our 
preaching is.life, the life we gained through 
the suffering .and death of onr Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. If the gospel cannot 
save men here, what is. it worth? I

vou preach through the word of God a 
living message from a living God to living 
men. . 

“As messengers. of God you must furnish 
your own credentials by the life you live, 

Here the speaker named several of the 
old prophets and apostles, who were never 
ordained save by the sacred life they lived. 
He told how they. had by their devout lives 
been able to revolutionize the worid. The 
class to “go forth.to their.wark with pure 
lives,”’ said. he, ‘‘and. may-Gad through. his 
spirit anoint you as true pruphets of @od.” 

Prayer was then offered, by, Rev, .,George 
Standing and the benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. D. C. John, of Clark uri-

| STARTED AT LAST. 


Auburn Avenue Is Now Being Made an 
Asphalted Thoroughfare. 


NEW CAR LINE FOR THE STREET 


owen wean 


Residents Have Been Asked To Con- 
Sent to the Extension of a Line 
to Ponce de Leon. 


The work of paving Auburn avenue with 
asphalt has been commenced, and to the 
delight of citizens of that thoroughfare 
the -work will be pushed to completion at 
an early date. 
hae be asphalted from Pryor 

street, a sufficient sum of money 
to do the work having been appropriated 
by the council. The work 
cost something like $24,000. The asphalt 
will be laid in the best possible manner, 
and when it is completed the citizens of 
Auburn avenue will have a splendid drive- 
way. 
The street is destined to become a pdp- 
ular inlet for people living in the eastern 
bortion of the city for the reason that it 
Will have no ear line on it and will be 
free from dust and roughly laid paving 
blocks. The bicycle ridérs of the eastern 
section and the suburbs will use the street, 
and it will divide »~opularity with Peach- 
tree streeet in that respect. 

Now that the section of the street men- 
Noned is to be paved, it remains to be 
seen What will be done with the remain- 
ing section of the street. Irom Butler 
Street to Randolph street no provision has 
been made for. paving of any kind, and 
it is certain *that the residents of that 
Ssecuion will agitate the matter before the 
council, It seems that they failed to agree 
on the kind of paving wanted on their 
section.of the street when the matter was 
in the council. and on that account noth- 
ing has been done. 

Many of the citizens living beyond But- 
ler street have petitioned the council to 
pave through with small granite blocks, 
and others want asphalt. An effort is be- 
ing made among the people to reach an 
agreement, and when that is done the mat- 
ter will then be taken to the council for 
further action. 

it is said that the owners of the Chatta- 
hoochee River street car line are endeavor- 
ing to secure consent of the residents of 
Auburn avenue to construct an extension 
of the line from the center of the city out 
Auburn avenue as far as Randolph street, 
and thence to Ponce de Leon springs by 
the most convenient route. A petition has 
been circulated among the residents look- 
ing to that end, and it has been freely 
Signed. ; 

Should the company secure the right to 
build the line as indicated, it would then 
have a cross-town service through a splen- 
did section of the city. The line would, of 
course, come in direct competition with 
the Consolidated company for the eastern 
section of the city and Ponce de Leon 
business, and if built, the line will be an 
important addition to the street car facil- 
ities of that section. 


To Repair Two Streets. 

Commissioner of Public Works Wylie 
will advertise for bids for repairing White- 
hall and Marietta streets in the business 
portion of the city, and when a contract 
is let important sections of the street will 
be placed in good condition. Whitehall is 
to be repaired from Trinity avenue to the 
railroad tracks, and Mrietta is to be put 
in good order from the intersection of 
Decatur street to Walton street. 

Both streets are at present in bad con- 
dition in places, and serious accidents are 
apt to occur on account of the rough 
surface. The streets have been torn up a 
great deal in places by plumbers, the water 
department, street car companies and 
others, and where the belgian blocks have 
been removed the relaid blocKs have sunk 
in the fresh earth, making rough and un- 
even holes, dangerous for horses and con- 
veyances.
